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IQ.  (C)  Internal  MONUC  military  documents  report  that  from 
June  20-21,  more  than  200  militia  members  voluntarily 
surrendered  to  MONUC  and  FARDC  troops  in  Ituri.  On  June  20, 

60  militia  members  surrendered  to  Pakistani  peacekeepers  at 
Nizi,  turning  over  more  than  four  dozen  AK-47  rifles.  The 
same  day,  20  militia  members  in  Bambu  surrendered  to  MONUC 
forces,  relinquishing  a reported  18  AK-47  rifles  and  one 
grenade  launcher.  On  June  21,  MONUC  military  officials  report 
that  131  militia  members  turned  themselves  over  to  Pakistani 
peacekeepers,  again  at  Nizi,  bringing  with  them  more  than  100 
AK-47  rifles.  Since  the  FARDC  announced  a new  June  30 
disarmament  deadline  (ref  A),  nearly  500  militia  members 
throughout  Ituri  District  have  reported  to  disarmament  sites. 
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
